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THE EDUCATION OF DISAl^VANTAGED CHILDREN 



T his is the first bibliography issued from the Educational Materials Center of the US. Office of Education 
to report on recently received books related to the education of children of poverty, cultural deprivation, 
intercultural inexperience, or other handicaps. It was coinjiilcd originally as of July 1, 1966, and issued in a 
limited edition for use at the National Conference on Educaiion of the Disadvantaged, held in Washington, D.C., 
July 18-20, 1966, by the Bureau of Elementary and Secondary Education of the Office of Education. At the 
close of this conference the bibliography was updated to include books received in the center through 
Augnst 15, 1966. 

The center staff, in reporting on the books from its holdings winch relate to the .subject of the conference, has 
taken a very broad and general interpretation of the word dii.jduuituj.ied in terms of guidelines provided by the 
sponsors of r!ie conference who requested the bibliography. 'J’he compilation has been made from the point of 
view that the child whose experiences are confined to the inner ciiy and the child who knows only an isolated rural 
life are both disadvantaged. Many of these children are also jioor. with all the intensities added by economic 
deprivation. But a child of economically secure parents can al.so he considered educationally disadvantaged if he 
lacks expe'ience or knowledge of other cultures (rural, urban, or foreign). Moreover, children of limited vision or 
hearing are disadvantaged, as the children whose mental de\ elopmeni is retarded. 

In an effort to inform teachers, librarians, and others concerned and responsible for the education of children 
with these problems, this bibliography, like others compiled here, is jsrepared to answer questions about new books 
available for examination and research in this center located in ihe Reporters Building at 300 Seventh Street, S.W., 
Washington, D.C. 20202. The center does not serve as a diitrihutinn agency for any but its own publications, and 
the books and documents described in this and all other bibliograjrhics issued by the center must be obtained through 
the usual commercial channels or from the publishers. For information about receiving other reports of the center, 
see the final page of this bibliography. 

The books included in this list have been received in the center since 1963 for each of the three categories of 
books covered: Professional Resources, Elementary and Secondary School Textbooks, and Children’s Literature. 

Inclusion does not necessarily indicate endorsement. Annotations are provided only when a book’s title is not self- 
explanatory, or when the nature of the books is not indicated by the subject heading under w'hich books are 
grouped within the three major categories. Teachers and librarians should make specific judgment about the books 
listed in relation to their own school programs.

The following list, therefore, includes books which; 

a. Have survived a nongovernmental, critical re- 
viewing process. 

b. Are satisfying to basic needs of childhood. 

c. Are concerned with the specific problems of 
children who are disadvantaged according to the 
various definitions of the July conference. 

d. May help advantaged children relate to dis- 
advantaged children. 

Some of these books will tell readers or listeners 
about children who are poor or otherwise deprived or 
handicapped, while some will have special meaning for 
such children. Some books will enlarge children’s 
understanding to the degree that skilled librarians and 
teachers can capture interest with read-aloud and story- 
telling techniques specifically tailored to meet individual 
needs in local situations. One common point of view 
of expert reviewers is that disadvantaged children need 
books which are generally excellent and particularly 
appropriate, rather than books which are simple only 
or timely only. Some of these books are closely related 
to the life of a limited child; others can serve as bridges 
to the life which education can make possible for him. 

Of the categories below, Fantasy, Folklore, and Poetry 
and Rhymes may ^*epend largely on an adult for skillful 
introduction. Fantasy includes books less obviously use- 
ful but of subtle significance. Poetry eflFectively read 
aloud may represent a child’s first pleasing aural experi- 
ence. Folklore has been selected for its relationship to 
the diverse culrares inherited by some American chil- 
dren who may bring no other gift which is immediately 
recognizable. 

In the category of Biography and History are listed 
books which can provide a positive image and which 
may help establish a time concept for children who 
know only a meager present. 



Books listed in the categories of Intercultural Under- 
standing, Rural Life, and Urban Life can help relate 
children of specialized backgrounds to others like them- 
selves. Moreover, these books can help expand the 
worlds of children of any economic level — the privileged 
who learn about deprivation only through books as 
well as the underprivileged who live with it. 

Any book listed under Meeting Trouble will depend 
for its significance upon the moment a desperate child 
comes upon it, as well as upon his ability to read it. 
Notable in this connection are th( remarks of James 
Baldwin in the program "My Childhood,” presented 
over Channel 5, WNEW-'TV, New York, May 31, 1964. 

I was looking in books for a bigger world than the 
world in which I lived. In some blind and instinctive 
way I knew what was happening in those books was 
also happening all around me. And I was trying to 
make a connection between the books and the life I 
saw and the life I lived. 

You think your pain and your heartbreak are un- 
precedented in the history of the world, but then you 
read. It was books that taught me that the things 
that tormented me the most were the very things that 
connected me with all the people who were alive, or 
who had ever been alive. 

This list is intended to be indicative in relation to 
the total resources available, rather than highly selec- 
tive or comprehensive. School and public library 
specialists will be aware of the variety of tools prepared 
by commercial publishers as well as by professional 
organizations as aids in the selection of books for 
children. 

In the list that follows, the letter F after the grade 
designation indicates that the book is fictional in nature.

PAPERBACK BOOKS FOR CHILDREN 

The increasing numbers of excellent books for chil- 
dren published in paperback format have major sig- 
nificance for programs funded to support individual 
ownership of books by children who have never before 
enjoyed this important experience. Informed school 
personnel and specialists in public library work with 
children agree that paperback books for disadvantaged 
children should be selected by the same criteria (spe- 
cifically related to the quality of the book) which are 
known and used by professional librarians selecting 
any book for any child.
